1. Claims 1-5 are allowed.

that the prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggests the at 
least one of the optical paths upst ream of the third f0 lens 
including an optical element that reflects a light beam along a 
path in a direction away from the object, such that a linear 
distance of the beam from the object initially increases as set 
forth in the claimed combination and as supported by function of 
the reference numeral 715 of figure 3.
